The number of cotton varieties 
in Oklahoma should be reduced to 
only 
one in a gin community, so 
thai 
mixing in the 
field and at

be avoided. Eight 
or ten varieties should be sufficient 
for the whole of Oklahoma. From 
this small number, only one should 
be planted to a gin community. The 
farmers of each community should 
tost several varieties and then de­ 
cide 
on the pne to be grown in 
that locality and all strive to im­ 
prove and keep pure this one cot­ 
ton. 
Such is the introductory state­ 
ment preceding the results of co­ 
operative 
variety 
tests 
conducted 
by the Oklahoma Experiment Sta­ 
tion through the agronomy depart­ 
m ent co-operating 
with 
farmers, 
^purity agents and others interested 
in improving the quality of cotton 
grown in Oklahoma. 
In the eastern part of the state, 
six varieties were grown at W arn­ 
er and nine varities at McAlester. 
Rotation and fertilizer tests were 
also started at W arner, but these 
tests need to be carried on for a 
number of years to make them val­ 
uable, although it may be said that 
the first year’s results of the fer­ 
tilizer tests were so outstanding as 
to cause five car loads of acid phos­ 
phate to be bought in the commun­ 
ity for next year’s crop. 
The variety at W arner iii point 
of highest yield per acre of cotton 
was Oklahoma Triumph 44, an im­ 
proved strain of Mebane, with 601.5 
liounds, followed by Trice, with 540J 
pounds; Acaia No. 5, 440 pounds;’

Lone Star, 230; and 
Cleveland Big Boll 210 pounds. An­
